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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Marsh, of 
record. Marsh discloses bosses (12, 14, Figures 1-8), the pipe and strut (16) and a slip 
joint as seen in Figure 4. The structure is capable of limiting external movement to some 
degree. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Nishimura et al (Nishimura) in view of Marsh, both of record. 

5. Regarding claims 1 and 6, Nishimura discloses the bosses (4, 5, Figures 1-6) 
and the pipe and strut (6) but teaches a threaded joint instead of a slip joint. Marsh 
discloses a similar tank stiffener with an internal support for the wound tank with the 
pipe and strut and bosses joined by a slip joint. It would have been obvious to one of 
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ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to have incorporated the use 
of a slip joint as disclosed by Marsh in the stiffener disclosed by Marsh to provide a 
simpler joint for easier and quicker assembly of the stiffener. 

6. Regarding claim 2, the pipe and strut possesses an opening in common with the 
fluid inlets of the tank. 

7. Regarding claim 3, the pipe and strut has openings (15) in contact with the 
internal volume of the tank. 

8. Regarding claim 4, Nishimura discloses multiple units of the struts (28, Figure 9) 

9. Regarding claim 5, the bosses provide supporting structure for the filament 
winding of the body of the tank (column 5, lines 38-45). 

Response to Arguments 

10. Applicant's arguments filed July 5, 2005 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

11. In response to applicant's argument that Marsh fails to show certain features of 
applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., the 
difference in size between the central conduit of applicant and the element cited for the 
pipe and strut in Marsh and the ability of the conduit to distribute fluid flow) are not 
recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the 
specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re 
Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). Marsh, as cited in the 
above action, meets the structural limitations as recited in claim 1 . 
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Applicant argues that Nishimura will not function in the same manner as the 
instant invention. In response, Nishimura as modified by Marsh meets the structural 
limitations of the claims as discussed above and would be capable of functioning in a 
similar manner to applicant's invention. There is nothing in Nishimura that would 
preclude this combination in the embodiments of Figures 1-6.
